Some Get Tank Wenary—Moat of Them Com-
fortable--All Wounld Go Free if They Could,

Sometimes fishas that have been for a consider
able time in capuvity In aquariums get tank
weary, and dies without, apparently, suflering
from any disease. It might be supposed that
fishes that had been long in capuvity would be
come quite inured to confinement, and indifferent
to it As a matter of fact, however, though fislies
may not become tank weary, yet, comfortable as
they are, always carefully looked after and well
fed; their comfort, in fact, sought for in every
way, there 19 never a minute when they would
not all seek broader waters if they could ind their
way 1o them

Some fishes are far more sensitive and suscep-
tible to shock, than others, and so are least likely
long to survive, but a3 a general thing the larger
the enclosure in which the captive flshes are
held the more comforiable they are and the better
th:y stand capuvity. In one of the pools on
the floor of the Aquarium in this city there is a
handsome lot of striped bases that have been there
now more than five years, in the course of which
time they have more than doubled in size and |
weight. Occasionally, out of this lot, a fish has |
died, just as creatures of any kind, anywhers,
might die; but the deaths among them lLare
been very few; (b is probable, indeed, that in one |
way and another there would have been more
lost from among them in the sama time if they
had been, insiead of being in capuvity, subjected
to the vicissitudes of the open sea,  Thesa striped
bas . however, besides being well cared for and
well {ad, have a considerable body of water In
which (0 swim about; their pool is 28 feet
length by about 10 feet (n width, with a depth
of 4 feet.  There is really some scope for them
here, and in such a pool they could  scarcely
becoma tank weary; that is an  affliction that
falls to the fishes eonfined in the more limited
space of the 1anks along the walls |

A fish that has nothing the matter with it so |
far ascan be seen; no wounds, nofungus growths
upon it toandicate that itis anything but a well
fish, mav lie down listlessly upon the bhottom of
the tank, being apparently helpless or having

iven up. Such fishes are taken out of the ex
ﬁll:m m tanks and put into reserve or a hospital
tank at the rear of the corridor that runs around
the Aquarium, between the outer and the inper
walls, \.m k of the exhibition tanks, and cared tor
there.  As anexample, there was taken irom ane
of the exhibition tanks at the Aquarium not long
since a sea bass weighing about three pounds,
that bad practically grown up there, it bad been
in the Aquarium about four ye and in that
time had come to have an individuality, (o be, as
might, indeed, be sald of many ancther fish there,
hnown ty the man having him in charge

I'he nea bass, alter spending all thoe years
in the tank, and growing up there always well
and apparently comfortable. suddenly one day,
without any previous indication lay down.

There were only seven cities in the United
States that by the Federal census of 1800 had
more than 400,000 Inhabitants, New York,
Chicagn, Philadelphia, Brooklyn, 8t. Louls,
Bostou and Baltimore, in the order named,
Between 300,000 und 400,000, & measurs of
population quite frequent in Eurovean coune
tries, there was none in the United Ktates,
those most nearly approanching tha H00,000
mark being San Francisco and Cineinnatl, each
having almost the same ponulation, and Cleves
land and Buffalo followlug with more than
200,000, Binee the census of 1800, Brookiyn
has been absorbed into the Greater New York,
the boundaries of Clileago have been anlarged,
and the growth {n population of other Amerle
can eities has not heen ao uniform as to make
it probable that each will retain the position 18
held In tha census of ten yoars ago.

New York, which s now a eity of 3,600,000,
will, of courss, remain at the head and so far
at the head that any serfous thought of actual
rivalry from any other eity may be dismissed.
